Dr. Benjamin F. Eager died in 
Louisville Saturday morning after 
an illness of two years, of cancer of 
e face. Dr. Eager left this city in 
i to become Superintendent of 
JSeeohurst Sanitarium and a year 
jater developed the disease that 
caused his death. More than a year 
ago his condition became such that 
he could not continue longer in his 
profession, and he had been patient- 
ly awaiting the end that w»s inevit- 
able. 

The body was brought to this city 
uirday night and Sunday morning 
p0:30 o'clock funeral services 
e held at the Baptist church.

The burial took place in Riverside 
metery about noon. Dr. Eager 
8 born in Jefferson county, Miss. 
July 18. 1848. He was educated in 
the school, of his native state and 
graduated from the Ghio College of 
j Dental Surgeons in 1872 as valedic- 
torian of his class. He decided 
though to become a doctor of medi- 
cine and in 1877 graduated from the 
Louisville Medical Gfege. Notic- 
ing his name in the lisrof graduates, 
Dr. J. D. Clardy, of Newstead, 
wrote to b/ffa telling him, that his 
neighborhood needed a doctor and 
him to come to Newstead, 
I'This he did and lived in Dr. Clardy's 
home for four years and soon built 
up a fine practice. 

In 1881 he removed to Hopkins- 
ville and three months later became 
second assistant physician in the 
Western Asylum of which Dr. Jas. 
Rodman was Superintendent. Inl889 
he became first assistant under Dr. 
B. W. Stone and held that position 
until 1896. His connection with the 
asylum covered a period of 15 years. 
Upon retiring from the asylum, he 
re-entered general practice in Hop- 
kinsville for eight years, a part of 
the time^jn partnership with Dr. T. 
W. Blakey. He was married June 

, 1888, to Miss Carrie Downer, 
sister of Mr. J. W. Downer, of this 
city, and she survives him with 
three children—Benjamin F. Jr., 
Louise and Henry D. Eager. 
Three brothers and two sisters al- 
8urvive him. These are Rev. Geo. 
of Louisville; Rev. John 
H. Eager, a Baptist mis»:a;mry in 
Italy; Prof. Eager, of Clinton, Miss; 
Mm. L. P. Trotter, o£ Hjjttieaburg, 
.tlliss; and Mrs. J.M. Joiner, of Cisco,

Dr. Eager was a member of the 
* Baptist cbjurch here for 'Si years and 
for many yean was a deacon. At the 
' time he removed to Louisville he was 
cha^tan of the board of deacons 
and in e/ery respect a recognized 
r in church work. In his daily 
life he was a living exemplification 
Of the highest type of Christian char- 
A,ter, hia piety deep and consistent, 
his kindness of heart a part of his 
nat.m ; he was generous and loyal 
to his church and his friends; he was 
in all hia" 4eal-

In his church work he wasqualified 
for leadership. His religion was al- 
ways consistent, his pur.-e was al- 
ways open; he was gifted in prayer, 
punctual in his attendance and al- 
ways ready to do his part. A«? a doc- 
tor he stood high in his profession. 
His career as a public official was 
honorable and useful. 

His death causes general sorrow 
in this city, where so manv years of 
his life were spent.

French Scientist Advocates the Mark- 
ins of Murderers. 

A French scientist has made a re- 
markable proposal in regard to the 
punishment of murderers in Prance.
